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NEWSPAPER STYLES CHANGE 
The average reader Isn't fnmllliir with 
what the newspapers call "style," and __ 
wouldn't make a lot of scnBC to him li the 
publishers tried to explain It. 

Tlie principal reasona for newspaper styli 
are to save space and to maintain eomo 
Ecmblnnco of uniformity. 

For Instance, readers may have observed' 
that most newspapers spell out all figures 
under 10, but use the numerals for all num^ 
hers from 10 on up, 

Perchance, thoy hnvo noticed also that In 
the past newspapers followed tho general 
policy of capitalizing all but the last word 
In proper nnmes. Examples: Interstate Com- 
merce commission. Ladles Aid- society, Idaho 
Wool Growers association. 

But time and conditions change all things, 
with the result that newspaper stylo has 
taken a beating. ; 

Nowadays, we talk in term's of bilUona in^ 
stcnd of thousands, and newspaper editors. 
Instead of using numerals for all figures of 
10 and above, are resorting to various means 
or keeping ciphers from stretching all over 
the place. In tabulations thoy explain that 
"the figures arc in terms of millions or bll 
lions with tho last three or six ciphers omit- 
ted." Or in referring, to those staggering 
genera] amounts that are now treated as 
ir they came a dime n dozen, some editors 
use terms hke S7.6 "bUIIon." 

When It comes to newspaper styli 
proper names, most editors have given up 
In despair. If all the alphabetic soup that 
Is dished out by Bove'mment bureaus nowa- 
, days were identified with capital letters, 
the average newspaper would have the ap- 
pearance of being printed in Roman. That'n 
why a good many newspapers have como to 
the conclusion that they'll give tho war man- 
power commission, civil aeronautics author- 
ity and the like no more consideration than 
they would ordinarily extend a mere prepo- 
sition or conjunction. 

Tho American newspapers usually can ad- 
just themselves to all conditions, but you'll 
have to excuse them now tf their styles seem 
to have gone n little haywire. They're not 
accustomed to tho U. S. government doing 
so many things In such a big way. 



CITY'S FREE PARKING LOT 
Although downtown parking In Twin Falls 
Is by no means the problem It was when 
auto owners could get all the gasoline and 
tires they wanted, the free parking lot estab- 
lished by the city at the intersection of Third 
• street and Second avenue south, across the 
street from the Babbel 'cleaning establish- 
ment, la a good Idea. 

The city councllmen have explained that 
this free parking lot Is being tried out in 
the nature of experiment; that If It works 
out successfully mora may be established. 

No city in tho inter-mountaIn west has 
greater need for downtown parking facilities 
under normal conditions, and Twin Falls has 
long sensed the necessity for such accommo- 
dations. 

It's now up to all those who still have 
gasoline and tires to demonstrate the value 
of free parking space. If they will use this 
lot whenever It Is convenient so as to keep 
their cars off.tho streets as much as possible 
and thus relieve downtown congestion Just 
that much; If they will show consideration 
for one another in^^tho way they park their 
cars in this free space. It will demonstrate 
quite conclusively tho advantages not only 
of raalntammg the lot already set aside, but 
of establishing still others.
